Bolling then claimed
that the defsult of Lersner had relisved him
from his legal obligations to perform the con-
track. Lersner filed his bill vs. Bolling in the
Cironit Co.it of Fanquier, praying a dedree
for a gpecific exeontion of the contract. The
points . of the defense were—the defanlt of
the plaintiff, Lersner, in failing to pay all the
purchase money, assoointed with the groas in-
adequaoy of the price, making it ineqnitable
to decree a specific performance of so hard and
uncopscionable & bargain. Judge Thomas
gustained the position of the defendant, Boll-
ing, and rendered a deoree refusing exeoution
of the contract and ordering it to be annulled.
It may be proper to add, that the principles
upon which the decrce was rendered do rot
rest on any politioal considerations, but are as
old and well established as the Conrt of Chan-
cery itaelf. The deeision, so far as we are in-
formed, gives geneial satizsfaction. The case
was very ably and at great length argued by
Colonel J. 8. Moseby and H-_-nenf W. H.
Payne for the defendant, and by Hon, J. R.
Tuocker for the plaintilf.— Warrenton (Va.)
Sentinel.
